There was a 
Crooked Man! 


There was a crooked man 
Who walked a crooked mile. 


He found a crooked six- 

pence 
Against a crooked stile. 

He bought a crooked cat, 

Which caught a crooked 
mouse, 

And they all lived together 

In a crooked little house. 


According to Grip Fast, the 
publication of the Clan Leslie 
Society, the “crooked man” 
was Sir Alexander Leslie (ca 
1580-1661), who became the 
1st Earl of Leven and Lord Bal- 
gonie (1641). He was Lord 
General of the Army of the Co- 
venant during the Scottish 
Bishops’ War. The “crooked 
mile” refers to his march to the 
border from Edinburgh. The 
opponent, King Charles I, was 
known as the “crooked six- 
pence” because he was always 
short of funds to pay his sol- 
dicrs. The “crooked cat” was 
the Scottish Army. The two ar- 
mies confronted one another in 
the battle of Duns in 1639 
(where no blood was spilled) 
and “lived together in a 
crooked little house” - Britain - 
until the English Civil War. 

The publication credits 
Stuart G.C. Morris of Balgonie 
Castle for the explanation.

Haggis was the only dish on 
the menu for contestants at the 
World Haggis Eating Champ- 
ionship last weekend. Entrants _ 
from around the country 
chomped their way against the 
clock through the traditional 
Scottish delicacy at the White — 

| Horse Pub in the Midlands of 


Scotland. Men tackled one- 


and-a-half pounds of the dish 
and women had to consume ~ 
three quarters of a pound. Con- 
testants had to eat the haggis 
without the aid of drink and 
without touching it with their 
hands. 

Shaun Noble from Scotland 
ate his way to first place in 1 ~ 
minute 50 seconds. Glenys 
Veal from Wilbarston won top 
prize for the women with 2 mi- 
nutes 40 seconds. 

Haggis made from sheep or 
calf’s offal, oatmeal, suet and 
seasonings boiled in a skin 
made from the animal’s sto- 
mach.

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Robin Hood, Continued from our last issue 


Now, let us locate Robin Hood as an individual. Most associate 
Robin with Sherwood Forest. So be it...actually, the early stories 
relate him to a forest north of Sherwood which grew southwest of 
York and encompassed the main road from York to London via 
Nottingham. The forest was named Barnsdale and it its southern 
fringes we find the Priory of Kirklee (more about this later). 

Yorkshire historians believe Barnsdale forest was selected be- 
cause the early writer was associated with this area and with York 
itself. Robin Hood was always portrayed as an honest man who 


- was robbed of his money/estates by corrupt officials or rulers. At 


this time the church was rich, controlled estates and taxwise - 
heartless. Thus at St. Mary’s in York we find a dishonest monk 
who has so oppressed a knight that the “honest man” was forced to 
the highway in London. ; 

This knight was captured by Robin’s band. Hearing his story, 
they elected to help the knight rather than to rob him. Thus begins 
the theme of helping the disadvantaged. His name was Richard. 

Some Yorkshire historians locate in great details such points 
from which Robin would survey the area and select prospects to. 
tob. Even roadways and bridges which would bottleneck travel 
and be ripe points of interception. 

Why are those points correct? Because they are mentioned in 
early ballads. This may be so, but we have no way of accurately 
knowing because the balladeer may have selected these sites to 
create a more plausible story. Modern song writers employ this 
crutch regularly. These writings span an era 1492-1532. 

In the written and preserved journals of Edward II dated some 
1324 he had a valet named Robin Hood who left his service in ab- 
out 1320. We know of another recorded Robin Hood who died 
some 100 years earlier in about 1224. 

Our best references to Robin Hood are found in the first publica- 
tion of note. A book printed in old English which appeared in the 
late 1400s. It was immediately a best seller...widely read and sev- 
eral, though battered, copies exist and are on file today. This book 
encompassed and combined the best and major early writings. 

Researching the Public Records Office in London, a Dr. David 
Crook found a 1226 reference to a Rob Hod. (At that time Rob and 
Robbin were considered the same.) This Robert Hod fled the 
king’s justices. The Sheriff was told to seize the knight’s prop- 
erty...some 32 shillings and 6 pence. It is also recorded this Sheriff 
(of Yorkshire and later of Nottingham) a year later still held the 
funds and was finally obliged to surrender the collected money to 
the court. 
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Glimpses of Old 
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-World Scotland 


The Nottingham Sheriff ordered the search and capture of one 
outlaw Robert of Weatherby. He was captured and hanged. Some 
40 years later, in other state records, another outlaw, one William 
Robber Hod used the nickname Rob Hod or Rob Heud. The name 
is the same. Hence there was an outlaw, Robert Hod, who was 
captured and executed by the sheriff’s forces. 

Today, near Huddersfield, tourists can view - to the left at 
Cooper Bridge, Kirklee with some remains of a Cistern Nunnery 
(which is incorporated into a farm). This nunnery was the Priory 
wherein the Prioress of Kirklee, Robin’s cousin overly bled him 
under the guise of Medieval healing. The ballads inform the 
Prioress was having an affair with one Rodger of Doncaster. Per- 

- haps she suspected Robin was aware of this unholy affair and pur- 
posely murdered him. 

From his deathbed, Robin, assisted by Little John, fired his last 
arrow. It’s landing marked his burial site. Today, on a Yorkshire 
hillside, within the ruins area of the Kirklee Priory, embedded in a 
low wall, stands a gray stone. Its engraving says, “Underneath this 
stone lies Robn Heud, Earl of Huntington” ....dated Dehembris 
1217 (December 1217). 

This is obviously the burial site of one Robin Hood. Whether he 
was only one of several Robin Hoods will always remain a mys- 
tery. Robin Hood is alive and well today. The Sheriff of Notting- 
ham performs, established in the 900s, his office today. Through- 
out England, tourist groups will pause at a well, tree, bridge, river 
or bay and the tour guide will, straight faced, relate how Robin 
Hood visited this spot. These sites are to be found throughout the 
world. 

Applying this story to family research, we must take care, when 
we locate a name we think is ours. Record the information and file 
it - but wait until you have verified the facts before you are sure 
you have found your long-lost relative.

The original sophistes were 
teachers of rhetoric in ancient 
Greece. Considered lower 
down the intellectual ladder 
than philosophes, they became 
known for quibbling and spe- 
cious arguments. When so- 
phisrie was taken from French 
in the 14th century, it already 
had this pejorative meaning. 
The word is based on Greek so- 
phos “wise” found also in phil- 
osopher (literally “lover of 
wisdom”) and the more ob- 
scure deipnosophm Greek 
deipnon dinner) someone who 
bores you stiff with facts dur- 
ing meals. Sophisticated has 
the same origin: in the late 
middle ages, it meant “cor- 
rupted” or “twisted” and it only 
became compliment in the 19th 
century when this sense of “un- 
natural” developed into “re- 
fined” or “cultured.”

The Flora MacDonald Project 


Archaeologists from the 
Universities of Sheffield and 
Leicester (UK) are currently 
investigating the settlement 
history of the Hebridean island 
of South Uist. 

The project is based at Mil- 
ton, an eighteenth century 
township and the birthplace of 
the Jacobite heroine Flora 
MacDonald. A monumental 
cairn, erected at Milton by the 
Clan Donald, celebrates 
Flora’s part in the ’45 fising, 
when she helped Bonnie Prince 
Charlie flce to safety by ferry- 
ing him over the sea to Skye. 


Writing in 1773, Dr. Samucl 
Johnson rightly declared of 
Flora that “Her name will be 
mentioned in. history.” His- 
tory, however, has been less 
kind to Milton, Flora MacDo- 
nald’s birthplace. The long- 
abandoned settlement has 
never been studied in detail, 
despite the evidence of ar- 
chacological evidence’ which 
the township could provide on 
Hebridean life. 

By carrying out archacologi- 
cal survey and excavation, the 
Flora MacDonald Project will 
examine the daily lives-of the 
people in Milton. It will inves- 
tigate their responses to the so- 
cial and economic changes 
wrought by agricultural “im- 
provement” and the infamous 
Highland Clearances. The pro- 
ject will run over 3 years and 
will explore the economy, 
land-use, dict and material cul- 
ture of an cighteenth and nine- 
tecnth century Hebridean 
community. 

The Flora MacDonald Pro- 
ject will bring important bene- 
fits to the present day Hebri- 
dean community. Working in 
conjunction with the Comainn 
Eachdraidh Uidhist A’ Deas 
and the Southern Isles Amenity 
Trust, the aim is to develop the

Locating Cemeteries 


Most often, US death certificates show the place of burial. From there, go to the cemetery and ask for the lo- - 


cation of your relative as well as any other personal data included in the card in the file. If there is not a place of 
burial on the death certificate, but you know the deceased’s last place of residence, check the local synagogues 
and ask whether they had community plots. Local Jewish Historical Societies and the United Jewish Federation 
should have the addresses and phone numbers of your location’s synagogues. 

Obituary notices in city or Jewish newspapers aid in finding much information about the death of a relative in- 
Cluding the place of burial. 

When searching for cemeteries in Europe and the former Soviet Union, the situation may be more difficult be- 
cause many Jewish populations were destroyed during the Holocaust or previous pogroms. Some places have 
surprisingly large and refurbished Jewish cemeteries. While you are still at home, check various sources for the 
existence of cemeteries in the area you are interested in. AVOTAYNU, SEARCH various JGS newsletters, SIG 
group publications and Memorial Books have lists of extant cemeteries. Once such list is in AVOTAYNU: “List 
of Jewish Cemeteries Surveyed in Poland” which shows the towns whose Jewish cemeteries were surveyed by 


the Jewish Heritage Council of the World Monuments Fund. Another good resource is Upon the Doorposts of 
Thy House - Jewish Life in East-Central Europe, Yesterday and Today, 1994, by Ruth Ellen Gruber, author of 
Jewish Heritage Travel - A Guide to Central and Eastern Europe, 1992. 

Once you have found the cemetery in Europe or the former Soviet Union, travel to that town and ask direc- 
tions to the Jewish Cemetery - BUT, remember to ask the oldest looking person you can find. If there is a Jew- 


ish community in that town, they will be more than happy to show you the cemetery and they may even have re- - 


cords. I have found that the German language has been most helpful when not knowing the native language - 
many old people in Germany, Czech and Slovak Republics, Hungary and Poland still remember enough German 
to understand your questions. However, these words should help you with the quest in Eastern Europe. Accord- 
ing to Ruth Gruber, Jewish cemetery translates as the following: Polish, Cmentarz Zydowski (Smen-tazhy Zhih- 
dov-sky); Czech, Zidovsky Hrbitov (Zhidovskee Zhbee-tov); Slovak, Zidovsky Cintorin (Zhidovskee Sin-tor- 


een); Hungarian, Zsido Temento (Zheedo Tem-eh-too); Serbo-Croation, Jevrejsko groblje (Yev-ray-sko gro- | 


blee-yeh); Romanian, Cimitir Evreiesc (Chim-iteer Yev-ray-esk).

Baptism ceremony at Highland site to undo ancient wrong 


A mass baptism “of the 
“children of the damned” who 
died centuries ago and were 
buried in unconsecrated 
grounds is to be carried out in a 
remote Highland graveyard. 

The community around the 
village of Laggan, Inverness- 
shire, believes the special reli- 
gious ceremony will allow 
scores of infants to go to 
Heaven, undoing an ancient 
wrong. 

The infants came from the 
long abandoned village of 


Crathie. They died natural 
death before baptism or after 
they were born out of wedlock. 
They were buried on a secluded 
plot of land, named Reballich 
in Gaelic, which roughly trans- 
lated into English means 
“hell.” Permission to conse- 
crate the ground has been ob- 
tained and plans for the cere- 
mony will go ahead. 

Father Vernon Cameron 
Boutilier, Roman Catholic pas- 
tor at Kingussie who will per- 
form the service, said, ‘““We are 


trying to reconcile something 
that wrongly happened hun- 
dreds of years ago. It is unfair 
to think of innocent infants, 
only weeks or months old, be- 
ing deprived of recognition.” 
He added that the graveyard 
exists because religious com- 
munities then believed unbap- 
tized children, or infants born 
out of wedlock, would not to 
Heaven.

Gardens give so many people 
so much joy and so much tran- 
quility, away from the hustle 
and bustle of today’s life. 
There is beautiful Threave 
Garden, which is actually many 
gardens developed since The 
National Trust for Scotland ac- 
cepted it into its care in 1957. 
Threave has always had special 
significance for Scottish Herit- 
age, USA. It is first and fore- 
most a teaching garden, and 
our student exchange with 
Threave School of Horticulture 
was the first project we under- 
took and continues uninter- 
rupted to this day. Although 
the gardens cover only 60 
acres, the estate of Threave is 
approximately 1,500 acres and 
includes several farms. Two 
years ago, Scottish Heritage 
USA adopted a project to build 
an interpretive walkway 
through the estate, to help visi- 
tors understand how farms, 
forests and wildlife were man- 
aged on the estate. 
Southwest Scotland is also 
home to artist E.A. Hornel’s 
garden at Broughton House in 
Kirkcudbright.

programs, including horticul- 
ture for the handicapped in a 
specially designed area of the 
garden and an educational out- 
reach to anyone in Glasgow 
with a gardening problem. 

Skipping across Scotland to 
the east, Branklyn Gardens -in 
Perthshire is the jewel of the 
Trust’s gardens. It covers less 
than two acres, but those two 
acres are an extravaganza of 
rocks and pools and paths, 
threading their way through 
banks of flowers and flowering 
shrubs, a design that has won 
the garden international 
acclaim. 

From Perthshire north to 
Aberdeenshire, which must 
surely boast the largest con- 
centration of gardens in the 
country. Every country house 
and castle along the River Dee 
had its garden, and The Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland is re- 
sponsible for maintaining 
many of them. To mention 
them all would take several 
columns. However, a couple of 
outstanding ones are the gar- 
dens at Cathes Castle, with 
which Scottish Heritage USA 
has had a long association. 
Several years ago we financed 
a major restoration of the walls 
at Cathes Gardens and in the 
fall of 1992, head gardener Da- 
vid MacLean, came to the Un- 
ited States to talk to our mem- 
bers. Color predominates at 
Cathes -- there ia Blue Garden, 
a Golden Garden and a Red 
Garden -- to name just a few. 
To go to Aberdeenshire and not 








visit Cathes would be sad. Not 
only would you miss its glori- 
ous gardens but also its specta- 
cular fairy-tale castle. North of 
Aberdeen is Pitmedden’s 
geometric Great Garden. I can 
think of no other way to de- 
scribe it. A formal garden, dat- 
ing back to the late 17th cen- 
tury, it a masterpiece of design 
and a lot of hard work has gone 
into keeping it manicured for 
the last three centuries. 

Most beautiful and most sur- 
prising of all The National 
Trust for Scotland’s gardens is 
Inverewe. Poised on a penin-

Volume ITI, 1833-1835 is ready 
for ordering. It is 8 1/2 by 11 
inches and hard, covered; con- 
tains 535 pages and the index 
more than 16,800 names. 

Baldwin County was created 
by the Georgia Legislature in 
1803 and 1806 from Creek 
Cessions of 1802 and 1805. 
Milledgeville is the county site 
and was the capitol of Georgia 
from 1804 until 1868. It was 
the capitol during the period of 
this volume. The data in this 
volume does not duplicate the 
Georgia Journal or the Union 
Recorder. 

This volume contains genea- 
logical extracts from the South- 
ern Recorder, one of the pre- 
mier newspapers being pub- 
lished in Georgia at that time. 
These extracts consist of 
deaths, marriages, legal no- 
tices, sheriff sales, elections, 
grand juries, unclaimed letters 
remaining in various post of- 
fices, etc. Since most counties 
did not at that time have their 
own newspapers, many of them 
used the Southern Recorder as 


the official organ for the 
county. The book contains at 
least some entries from every 
county then organized in Geor- 
gia.

The Rowberg file is a clip- 
ping file of biographical 
articles appearing in newspap- 
ers and magazines; approxi- 
mately 120,000 clippings (esti- 
mated). Included are the Nor- 
wegian language newspapers 
published in this country; 
English-language weeklies 
published in areas where many 
Norwegian-Americans lived 
(e.g. the Northfield newspap- 

ers); church and lodge maga- 
zines. All kinds of biographi- 
cal articles are included, al- 
though the majority are 
obituaries. Women are nor- 
mally listed under husbands 
names. The clippings are 
mounted on 3 x 5 cards (both 
sides if necessary) and longer 
clippings are mounted in 68 
scrapbooks, with reference 
cards from the card file. Con- 
fusingly, the clippings are not 
always filed by the name of the 
subject; sometimes they have 
been filed under the name of a 
relative mentioned in the 
account. 

The file was compiled by 
Andrew Rowberg, who was a 
newspaper editor in Northfield 
with a strong interest in geneal- 
ogy. Coverage is quite wide, 
but most of the concentration is 
on the upper Midwest. Inquir- 
ies should be addressed to The 
Norwegian-American Histori- 
cal Association, Rolvaaag Me- 
morial Library, Northfield, MN 
55057. It would help to in- 
clude such information as place 
of residence, name of spouse/ 
children, approximate date of 
death, etc., in order to identify 
the correct person.

ton, “ever desirous to charish a 
virtuous ambition in his sol- 
diers,” established the Badge of 
Military Merit on 7 August 
1782. He directed that it be a 
figure of a heart in purple cloth, 
or silk, edged with narrow lace 
or binding. Although 
Washington intended this fore- 
runner of today’s Purple heart 
to be bestowed whenever any 
singular meritorious action is 
performed, only three soldiers 


of the American Revolution 


won the medal. 


Sgt. Elijah Churchill, 2nd re- 
giment, Light Dragoons, was 
awarded the Badge for his part 
in two successful raids behind 
British lines. In November 
1870, leading only sixteen 
men, he was able to capture 
and destroy the heavily 
manned British fortifications at 
Corum, New York. Only one 
man was wounded. The sec- 
ond commendation was for a 
raid on Ft. Slongo in October 
1781. Churchill’s unit, without

tured and destroyed the fort in 
less than 24 hours. 

The Badge was awarded to 
Sgt. William Brown, 5th Con- 
necticut Regiment, for leading 
an advance party, who, using 
only bayonets, penetrated the 
British fortifications at York- 
town, Virgiinia, 14 October 
1781 and drove the British 
from their positions in only 15 
minutes, 

The third Badge was given 
to St. Daniel Bissell, 2nd Con- 
necticut Regiment, for mas- 
querading as a British soldier 

_ from August 1781 to Septem- 
ber 1782. The information 
gathered helped prepare for the 
American-French attack on the 
City of New York. 

When the American Revolu- 
tion was over, the Badge of 
Military Merit passed into his- 
tory. On 22 February 1922, the 
200th anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s birth, General Douglas 
MacArthur, War Department 
Chief of Staff, restored the 
Purple Heart for use by the US 
Army. The modern medal con- 
tains a likeness of Washington 
and his family coat-of-arms.

This article will introduce you to the Oklahoma Historical Soci- 
ety, 2100 North Lincoln Blvd., Oklahoma City, OK 73105-4997. 
Call 405-521-2491 or FAX 405-525-3272. 

Can you hear me singing their praises loud and clear? You are 
welcome to visit whenever your time permits. Hours: Library Di- 
vision, 9:00 AM to 8:00 PM Monday; 9 AM to 5:00 PM Tuesday 
through Saturday. Closed noon till 1PM Saturday only. Both divi- 
sions are closed Sundays and legal holidays. 

It is a beautiful building located just southeast of the State Capi- 
tol building on Lincoln Boulevard between Nineteenth and 
Twenty-first streets. 

The Archives Division is located in the basement and the Re- 
search Library and the Newspaper Department are on the first 
floor of the building. Handicapped access is from the parking lot 
on the east side of the building. There are two additional floors de- 
voted to museum displays. 

Membership categories range from Student ($10) to Supporter 
($50) and Life and Benefactor. 

Members receive a 10% discount on all books and educational 
merchandise purchased through the book stores. Members also re- 
ceive The Chronicles of Oklahoma, the quarterly journal of the 
OHS. Each issue contains at least 5 articles and subjects range 
from Indians and earliest settlement to railroads and the twentieth 
century. 

Each issue is well illustrated with historic photographs, offering 


a visual picture of the past. Also included are book reviews, notes 
and documents and minutes of the meetings of the OHS Board of 
Directors. 


Members also receive Mistletoe Leaves, the monthly newsletter . 


of the OHS. The eight page tabloid includes timely information 
about the activities of the OHS and notes of what is happening in 
the historical community of the state. 

Genealogists and historians are welcome to research free. Copy 
machines, reader-printers, microfilm readers, etc., are readily 
available. The staff exceeds 100. I have researched this facility 
for 30 years and have always found the staff to be courteous and 
helpful. 

The commitment to preserve Oklahoma’s history began in 
1839, when a group of territorial journalists organized the Okla- 
homa Historical Society. The primary objective of this King- 
fisher, Oklahoma based institution was to collect and preserve the 
newspapers of the young territory. 

Two years later, the OHS merged with another historical society 
in Norman, Oklahoma, received a charter from the territorial gov- 
ernment, and moved the collections to the University of Oklahoma 
campus.

In 1901, with a suit of four full-time employees and an annual 
budget of less than $2,000, the OHS moved its operations to the 
third floor of the Carnegie Library in downtown Oklahoma City. 
There, the collections of rare books, newspapers, photographs, ar- 
tifacts and manuscripts slowly began to grow. Still, the staff and 
budget remained small, even after the move to the basement of the 
Capitol Building in 1917. 

A turning point in the development of the OHS occurred in 1929 
and 1930 when the $500,000 Historical Building was constructed 
on Lincoln Boulevard southeast of the State Capitol. They soon 
began receiving recognition with exhibit rooms, storage areas, li- 
brary stacks, reading rooms and an expanded staff of eleven. 

Since that time, the OHS has developed into one of the largest 
and most innovative historical agencies in the country. The OHS 
now operates numerous museums and historic sites over the state. 
They also publish a wide variety of historical journals, books, bro- 
chures, etc. 

The Executive Director guides a staff organized into six divi- 
sions: Museums and Sites, Publications and Education, Historic 
Preservation, Library Resources, Indian Archives and Manuscripts 
and Finance. 

Since 1983, the OHS has been collecting books, maps, micro- 
film, and vertical files dealing with state and local history. 

Oklahoma was given statehood in 1907. 

Stay tuned as I will tell you about the “jewels” located in these 
walls for your family research.... 

Thanks to all of you who have written or called. It is good to 
hear from each of you and to know of your area of interest in the 
Indian Records of Oklahoma. 

I am fully recovered from my December 26th surgery, have 
been released by my doctor and now it is “full speed ahead” in my 
genealogy pursuits. 

The catalog listing of the books I have for sale concentrates on 
records of the Five Civilized Tribes that were removed to Indian 
Territory. I would like for you to know that Oklahoma has been 
the home of 64 tribes plus the Osage and three other native tribes 
who were living in the area at removal time. There are a total of 68 
different tribes who have called Oklahoma “home.” A good book 
to study would be Indian Tribes of Oklahoma by Murial Wright.

The recent theft of Georgia county records

Etemal vigilance should be 
the catch phrase in regard to all 
government records, but espe- 
cially local government re- 
cords. This is not only true for 
county officials and their staffs 
who are the public’s custodian 
of these records, but also for 
the public in general. In the 
case of the recent theft and re- 
covery of the “stolen” records 
from Upson and other Georgia 
counties, the real hero, if there 
is just one, is Vance Fallin. 
Vance saw these records on 
sale at a Flea Market in Atlanta 
and immediately notified local 
historian Bobby C. Smith. 
Smith then notified Probate 
Judge Gary Hamby. Smith and 


Hamby immediately*sprang 


into action on this end. In the 
meantime, along with Vance, 
the chief investigator for the 
Baldwin County Sheriff was 
also at this Atlanta Flea Market 
and picked up the ball at his 
end. Since this start, state offi- 
cials throughout Georgia and 
Alabama have become alarmed 
over this particular case of 
theft. 

This thief and others who 
steal any local record from its 
rightful office or repository are 
the lowest type of vermin. 
What is so bad about taking a 
few old records? Well, in the 
first place stealing is stealing 
whether it be money, equip- 
ment or family possessions. 
Bit it "fs" especially: abhorrent 


when a criminal steals some- 
one’s heritage. These local 
government records not only 
document our property, but 
they document our rights and 
heritage. Without our rights 
and our heritage of freedom, 
we are slaves to any tyrant or 
government who might wish to 
usurp our God given rights of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

I personally hold with 
Robert Burn’s view expressed 


‘ in his immortal poem. Scots 


Wha Hae where he says: 
By Oppression’s woes 
and pains, 
By your sons in servile 


chains, ~* 


We will drain our dearest’ 


veins 
But they shall be free! 
Lay the proud usurpers low! 
Tyrants fall in every foe! 
Liberty's in every foe! 
Let us do, or die! 


Now, to some this may seem 
a little extreme. Let me point 
to what the noted records man- 
agement specialist H.G. Jones 
wrote in his book Local Gov- 
ernment Records.

well aware of the early Span- 
ish presence. Acquainted also, 
with the more familiar Span- 
ish surnames, such as Garcia, 


Rodriguez, Gomez, Gonzales. 


However, intertwined with the 
familiar, are frequently sur- 
names that even Spanish herit- 
age researchers do not often 
recognize, surnames such as 
Zaguirre, Yturralde, Uruttia, 
Erramuspe. These surnames 
represent the presence of the 
Basque colonizers. The 
Basque are a people of mys- 
tery. Their origin is un- 
known, which should enhance 
the curiosity and its research 
appeal. In general, the Basque 
have remained solidly in their 
first area of settlement, along 
the coast of the Bay of Biscay 
from Bilbao, Spain to Bay- 
onne, France and inhabit the 
Pyrenees. One cannot use or-

The Basque are considered 
the most ancient surviving 
ethnic group in western Eur- 
ope.

Each of the 1,169 
pages was searched, expecting 
to find in this compilation of 
the Orange County area, many 
Spanish surnames representing 
the descendants of Spanish 
colonizers of the late 1700s. In- 
itial disappointment with the 
small representation, grew 
into fascination with evi- 


titled in the index, it appears 
that only approximately 30 
Basque and/or Spanish — sur- 
named individuals were found 
in the index. Only individuals, 
however whose origin makes 
reference to the Pyrenees were 
included in this compilation, 
with no attempt to separate the 
French from Spanish connec- 
tions. Information is stated 
as given. For example, for 
Francisco Errocarte, it states, 
“he was born in Navarra, 
Spain“ then goes on that his 


‘wife Juanita Espinal, whom 


he met in California, was 
“also born in the Basses- 
Pyrenees area.” 

The Pyrences mountain 
range separates Spain and 
France, the people them- 
selves, in their relationships 
with one another, do not ap- 
pear to observe the political 
boundaries. Spanish Basque 
and French Basque seemed to 
enter into business with one 
another freely in California.

tizens by their custo- 
dians...Public records may not 
be sold, given away, destroyed 
or alienated from custody ex- 
cept in accordance with provi- 
sions of any state law relating 
to their care and disposition.” 

As I continuously point out 


- in speeches and articles, unlike 


courthouses and town hall, 
sidewalks and streets, and even 
funds in the treasury, the infor- 
mation contained in local gov- 
ernmental records is not neces- 
sarily duplicated anywhere else 
and therefore it cannot be re- 


_ placed. Any genealogist or 


local history researcher who 
has come face to face with a 
burned courthouse knows ex- 
actly what I am talking about. 
So you see, actually the theft 
of any local government record 
can affect all of us. Not just re- 
searchers, but people wanting 
to prove ownership of land, 
age, right to vote and all sorts 
of other day to day needs of the 
average citizen. Hence the de- 
signation of many of these re- 
cords as vital and permanent. 
Birth certificates are in many 
states non-existant before the 
1910’s. How do you prove 
your age without a birth certifi- 
cate? How do you get a pass- 
port, a driver’s license, or qual- 
ify for Social Security, if you 


not for individual profit, they 
document every citizens rights 
and ownership. 


“Eternal vigilance” against 
those few who would profit at 
the expense of the many. For 
he who steals the documenta- 





tion of my rights, is just as 
much tyrant as he who would 
steal my rights. 

Those who would steal or 
history and our heritage, steal 
our past and endanger our and 
our children’s future with “ser- 
vile chains.”

Well I know not how others 
may feel, but I think that there 
should be the most severe pun- 
ishment for anyone who would 


steal local government records. — 


Drawing and quartering comes 
to mind. 

Perhaps I am too drastic in 
my solution to this type of 
theft. You will have to excuse 
to excuse my extreme re- 
sponse. Itcomes from years of 
trying to recover stolen county 
records. Whether they are sto- 
len for profit or for personal 
possession, they continue to be 
stolen. The information con- 
tained in unrecovered records 
is lost to all who would seek to 
gain the knowledge that is con- 
tained in that record. 

So, I would suspect that the 
only logical and acceptable sol- 
ution to the theft of local gov- 
ernment records is as I said in 
the beginning “Eternal Vigi- 
lance” by both the custodians 
of the records and the owners 
of these records. That would 
be our local government offi- 
cials and each and every citi- 
zen. For these are our records, 
they document our rights and 
our property. He who steals 
from our custodian steals from 
each of us. These records are 
not one individual’s. They are
